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THE  FEES  BOYCOTT:  WHO'S  SIDE  IS  SAC  ON? 


Editor's  note:  The  following 
article  was  presented  to  us  for 
printing  by  the  Canadian 
Liberation  Movement.  We  have 
published  it  because  we  feel  it 
represents  another  viewpoint  on 
the  Fees  Increase  ultimatum 
handed  down  by  the  president  of 
Ontario,  Inc.  It  does  not, 


however,  necessarily  represent 
the  opinions  of  the  Engineering 
Society  Council,  Executive 
Committee,  or  the  Toike  Oike. 

Last  term,  before  registration, 
SAC  issued  out  a bulletin  which 
urged  students  to  pay  their  fees  in 
two  installments  in  order  to  ‘keep 
their  options  open-'  for  the 


possibility  of  a fees  boycott  due  to 
the  added  burden  of  increasing 
tuition  costs  and  the  decrease  of  the 
grant  portion  of  the  Ontario  Student 
Awards  Programme.  Later  on  in 
the  term,  students  all  over  Ontario 
voted  heavily  in  favour  of  a second 
term  fees  strike,  suggesting  their 
willingness  to  withhold  the  second 
installments  on  their  fees  to  protest 
these  increases.  Students  who  have 
withheld  the  remainder  of  fees 
are  now  waiting  for  decisive  action 
from  their  Student  Councils  in  order 
to  create  the  needed  motivation  to 
get  the  fees  bovcot  under  way  and 
insure  that  their  grievances  are 
heard. 

Indications  are  that  the  fees 
struggle  will  make  significant 
progress  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
Already  students  have  managed  to 
have  their  grievances  aired.  At 
Glendon  College  for  instance,  the 
second  installments  of  tuition  fees 
were  being  deducted  from  OSAP 
cheques  preventing  students  from 
witholding  fees  over  the  issues  at 
hand.  This  caused  a group  of 
dissatisfied  students  to  take 
positive  action  to  reverse  the 
policy,  and  as  a result,  OSAP 
cheques  are  now  being  given  out 
pending  the  second  installments  on 
their  fees. 

It  appears  quite  evident  at  U of  T 
that  SAC  is  not  wholeheartedly 
supporting  the  fees  strike,  and 
students  are  becoming  quite 
exasperated  over  their  indecisive 
action  to  represent  the  majority  of 
students  on  campus  who  have 
already  indicated  their  support  in 
favour  of  a fees  strike.  So  far  SAC 
has  negotiated  with  the 
administration  to  have  OSAP 
cheques  released  whether  or  not  the 
student  plans  to  withold  fees  from 
the  University,  and  they  have 
bargained  to  have  the  penalty  for 
late  payment  of  the  second 
installment  extended  from  Jan.  15 
until  at  least  the  end  of  the  month. 
But  the  main  issues  behind  the  fees 
strike  are  still  the  increasing 
financial  burdens  imposed  this  year 
on  students,  and  so  far  in  the 
negotiations  it  appears  that  SAC  has 
done  nothing  to  try  and  cope  with 
these  problems,  which  are  the  most 
important  issues  at  stake,  and  it  is 
my  belief  that  SAC  is  not  making 
any  attempt  to  bring  these  most 
important  issues  before  the 
administration. 

Already  students  have  become 
aware  of  SAC’s  ‘‘sell  out  policy” 
concerning  the  fees  boycot.  As  a 
result,  a group  of  students  on 
campus  decided  to  organize  the  fees 
strike  themselves  with  the  backing 
of  the  Canadian  Liberation 
Movement,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
SAC  was  not  fighting  for  the  basic 
issues  in  the  fees  strike.  The  group, 
known  as  the  Stop  the  Student 
Surcharge  Committee  decided  to 
fight  the  basic  issues  in  an 
organized  way.  A trust  fund  was 
established  with  the  Guaranty  Trust 
Company  in  which  students  who 
supported  the  fees  strike  and  were 
willing  to  fight  for  a reduction  in 
their  fees  could  deposit  the  second 
installment  of  their  fees  less  this 
years  added  surcharge,  and  this 
deposit  would  eventually  be  used  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  paying  for 
tuition  costs.  The  plan  insures 
solidarity  among  the  students  and 
gave  those  who  deposited  into  the 
fund  a definite  point  from  which  to 
bargain  from.  Collectively,  students 
who  deposited  into  the  trust  fund 
were  in  fact  saying  that  they  were 
willing  to  pay  last  year's  tuition 
costs,  but  were  opposed  to  the 
added  increases  imposed  upon  them 
this  year. 

SAC  has  condemned  the  trust  fund 
on  the  premise  that  once  your  fees 
have  been  deposited  you  are 
“locked  in”,  meaning  that  the  fees 
are  turned  over  to  the  University 
only  by  a majority  vote  of  all  the 
depositors  as  stated  in  the  contract 
of  the  trust  agreement.  This  raises 
an  important  question.  On  one  side 
are  a group  of  students  determined 


to  fight  the  fees  issue  to  win.  and 
SAC  is  on  the  other  side,  with  no  set 
policy  on  the  fees  boycot, 
condemning  a group  of  students  that 
are  fighting  against  what  they 
consider  to  be  an  injustice.  Does 
this  not  clearly  indicate  that  SAC  is 
not  acting  in  the  interests  of  the 
students  who  support  the  fees  strike 
as  seen  by  the  majority  in  favour  of 
it  in  the  referendum  vote?  I firmly 
believe  that  SAC  is  not  behind  the 
students  in  the  fees  strike,  in  fact 
they  are  doing  their  best  to  dissuade 
students  from  organizing  to  fight 
against  the  main  issues  at  hand. 

The  problem  increased  in  severity 
on  Wed.  Jan.  10  at  the  SAC  meeting, 
where  the  Stop  the  Student 
Surcharge  Committee  was  present 
to  try  and  urge  SAC  to  support 
student  opinion  and  set  a firm 
policy  favouring  the  opinions  of  the 
majority  of  students  at  U of  T.  The 
issue  of  the  fees  strike,  now 
probably  the  most  important  issue 
on  campus,  was  placed  far  down  on 
the  agenda  and  as  things  developed, 
it  was  not  even  discussed  at  the 
meeting.  The  fees  issue  came  up 
briefly  in  the  Question  period  but 
was  quickly  put  aside  by  the  SAC 
reps  who  assured  the  Stop  the 
Student  Surcharge  Committee  that 
it  would  be  discussed  later  on  in  the 
meeting.  I became  rather  infuriated 
at  this  point,  and  I was  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  SAC  was  doing  the 
best  they  could  to  keep  the  issue 
from  building  up  to  its  proper 
proportions. 

As  the  meeting  progressed  it 
became  even  more  apparent  that 
SAC  was  unwilling  to  have  the 
matter  discussed.  A matter  of 
nominations  came  up  in  the 
meeting,  and  the  SAC  reps  voted  to 
hold  that  part  of  the  meeting  "in 
camera”  requesting  that  all  non- 
members  leave  the  chamber  since 
personalities  would  be  discussed. 
They  assured  those  who  came  to 
discuss  the  fees  boycot  that  it  would 
still  be  discussed  later  on  in  the 
meeting.  Members  of  the  Stop  the 
Student  Surcharge  Committee  were 
requested  to  temporarily  leave  the 


room  and  refused  to  do  so  on  the 
basis  that  they  felt  that  SAC  was 
ignoring  the  fees  boycot  issue,  since 
it  had  been  previously  asked  to 
move  the  fees  issue  up  in  the  agenda 
and.  in  fact,  it  should  have  been  the 
first  thing  on  the  agenda  anyway 
according  to  the  Varsity  Here  and 
Now  statement.  Because  of  the 
unwillingness  of  non -members  to 
leave  the  room  before  discussion  of 
the  fees  strike,  a motion  was  raised 
to  continue  with  the  agenda 
(excluding  the  portion  concerning 
the  personality  conflicts)  and  to 
exclude  all  discussion  of  the  fees 
strike  altogether.  This  was 
appalling!  It  indicated  quite  clearly 
that  SAC  is  attempting  to  hush -up 
the  fees  issue  altogether  and 
hopefully  let  it  pass  by 
unchallenged. 

There  was  a great  deal  of 
harassment  by  students  who  were 
at  the  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  discussing  the  fees  boycot.  As  a 
result  of  SAC  s lack  of  decisiveness 
in  being  able  to  solve  the  resulting 
dilemma  the  meeting  had  to  be 
adjourned,  at  which  time  students 
who  wished  to  protest  the  early 
adjournment  before  any  fees  boycot 
discussion  stood  in  the  doorways 
indicating  their  dissatisfaction  at 
SAC  for  ending  the  meeting  before 
discussing  the  most  important  issue 
at  hand.  A little  pushing  and  shoving 
resulted,  but  tempers  were  kept 
down  despite  the  circumstances.  I 
wonder  how  long  students  will  be 
able  to  keep  their  tempers  down  as 
long  as  their  student 
representatives  do  such  a poor  job 
of  representing  them,  failing  to 
bring  out  the  main  issues  involved 
in  the  fees  strike.  I feel  that  unless 
SAC  changes  its  attitude  concerning 
the  fees  strike  quite  soon,  the  U of  T 
campus  will  be  the  site  of  student 
discontent  in  the  weeks  to  come,  not 
only  over  the  fees  boycot  but  also 
over  the  poor  representation  we  are 
getting  from  those  who  we  elected 
to  serve  us  in  our  best  interests.
